OF  THE 


TRUSTEES  OF  THE  ROGERS  FREE  LIBRARY. 


The  library  contains  eight  hundred  and  thirteen  volumes,  an 
increase  during  the  year  of  one  hundred  and  fifty-eight.  An 
organization  of  young  people  known  as  the  Turn-of-the-Tide 
Club,  gave  an  entertainment  for  the  benefit  of  the  library,  which 
enabled  us  to  purchase  forty-four  volumes,  as  follows  :  The  Marquis 
of  Lossie,  Faith  Gartney's  Girlhood,  Ruth  Hall,  Robert  Ord's 
Atonement,  Infelice,  St.  Elmo,  The  Prince  of  the  House  of 
David,  The  Hills  of  the  Shattemuc,  Queechy.

During  the  time  the  town  hall  was  undergoing  repairs  the  ves- 
try of  the  Congregational  church  was  freely  given  for  our  use, 
and  was  occupied  by  us  about  seven  months,  moving  into  our 
new  room  December  18,  1889.  This  room  is  very  pleasant  and 
convenient.  We  need  a  table  and  some  chairs  for  the  reading- 
room,  and  some  curtains  for  the  windows. 

The  library  has  been  open  Saturdays  from  4  to  8  p.  m.  It  is 
expected  hereafter  to  open  an  hour  earlier  on  Saturdays,  and  to 
be  opened  on  every  alternate  Wednesday  evening  from  7  to  8. 

During  the  past  year  4,637  books  have  been  taken  out;  the 
largest  number  on  any  one  day,  137  ;  average  number,  93.  A 
catalogue  has  been  published  by  Frank  E.  Page,  and  is  sold  at 
cost.  If  the  patrons  of  the  library  would  provide  themselves  with 
a  copy  they  would  find  it  very  helpful  in  making  their  selections, 
and  would  make  the  work  of  the  librarian  much  easier. 

The  library  is  doing  good.  It  contains  a  good  selection  of 
books.  Over  three  hundred  and  fifty  persons  have  been  its  pat- 
rons. The  interest  in  it  is  constantly  increasing.  It  is  pleasant, 
also,  to  notice  that  good  books  are  in  the  best  demand.  There 
is  a  constant  call  for  historical  works  and  works  of  travel.  There 
is  also  a  demand  for  natural  histories  and  scientific  works  and 
works  of  reference,  and  we  trust  means  may  be  at  our  disposal 
to  meet  in  some  degree  this  demand.

REPORT 


SCHOOL  BOARD  OF  THE  SCHOOL  DISTRICT  OF  THE 
TOWN  OF  GOFFSTOWN. 


In  presenting  our  report  this  year,  we  wish  first  of  all  to  thank 
the  many  parents  who  have  labored  with  the  board  in 
their  efforts  for  advancing  the  cause  of  education  in  this  town. 

This  has  been  shown,  not  only  in  naany  personal  acts  of  kind- 
ness to  us,  but  also  proved  by  the  numerous  visits  you  have  made 
to  the  different  schools,  more  than  a  thousand  such  visits  being 
recorded. 

The  pleasant  and  commodious  structure  which  you  have 
erected  at  the  Center  is  a  cause  of  much  thankfulness  to  all  who 
are  reaping  its  benefits.  While  many  of  the  houses  in  the  sub- 
districts  are  in  good  condition,  some  additional  outlay  is  needed 
in  two  or  three.  As  your  school  board  believes  that  the  best 
interests  of  the  pupils  call  for  a  school  year  of  about  thirty 
weeks,  to  have  a  sufficient  amount  of  funds  for  that  length  of 
school  we  have  decided  to  ask  you  to  raise  an  additional  sum  of 
five  hundred  dollars. 

We  advise  our  teachers,  where  it  is  possible,  to  attend  the 
teachers'  institutes. 

We  think  the  schools  of  New  Hampshire  need  for  teachers  a 
smaller  number  of  lesson-hearers,  and  a  larger  number  of  idea- 
formers.  Scholars  often  repeat  a  lesson  parrot-like,  without 
thinking  out  the  why  and  wherefore  of  answers  and  reasons. 

Considering  how  very  much  the  whole  school  suffers  from  the 
absence  and  tardiness  of  so  many  pupils,   we  would  again  beg 
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the  parents  to  keep   their  children   in  the   schools,  except  when 
keeping  them  out  seems  to  be  a  necessity. 

We  think  on  the  whole,  both  scholars  and  teachers  have  done 
well  the  past  year.  It  is  our  wish  to  look  at  the  many  things  we 
have  to  commend,  seeing  the  bright  side,  and  as  the  sun-dial 
marks  only  the  shining  hours,  we  will  not  try  to  hunt  up  things 
to  criticise. 

REPORT  OF  THE    BOARD    OF    EDUCATION    OF  THE 
INDEPENDENT  DISTRICT. 

To  the  School  Board  of  the  Town  of   Goffstown  : 

We  have  had  three  terms  of  school, — two  of  eleven  weeks, 
one  of  ten.  The  same  teachers  have  been  employed  during  the 
year.  Mr.  E.  R.  Pearse  has  had  charge  of  the  high  school,  and 
has  given  excellent  satisfaction.  He  has  been^ably  supported  in 
the  grammar  department  by  Miss  Alice  M.  Lull ;  in  the  middle 
department  by  Miss  Cynthia  A.  Worthley,  and  in  the  primary 
by  Miss  Mary  E.  McLane. 

They  are  experienced  teachers,  and  have  a  laudable  desire  to 
improve  in  their  work.  They  have  sought  and  received  help 
from  each  other.  They  have  attended  teachers's  institutes,  and 
have  availed  themselves  of  the  experience  of  others  as  given  in 
educational  works  and  teachers'  journals.  They  have  given 
intelligent  and  faithful  labor  to  the  school,  and  imparted  to  it  a 
reputation  creditable  to  itself  and  to  the  town.  Miss  Addie 
Grant  has  taught  singing  in  the  three  lower  grades  with  gratify- 
ing success.  Children  love  to  sing.  The  exercise  in  the  school- 
room is  not  only  a  study,  but  a  rest  and  a  pleasure.  As  a  rule 
girls  sing,  so  do  a  majority  of  the  boys,  but  a  boy  is  a  sensitive 
machine.  An  adverse  criticism,  a  jeering  remark,  may  work 
him  a  lasting  injury.  Some  of  us  have  been  boys,  and  know 
how  an  encouraging  word  helps.  Never  laugh  at  a  boy  for  his 
failure,  nor  tell  him  he  cannot  do  what  he  ought  to  do.  Some 
thoughtless  friend  may  say  to  him  that  he  has  no  ear  for  music, 
no  time,  or  no  tune.  Acting  upon  this  statement  as  true,  he  sits 
silent,  or  more  probably  in  mischief,  while  others  sing.  He 
never  learns,  and  goes  through  life  robbed  of  one  of  its  richest 
sources  of  enjoyment.    The  number  of  these  silent  ones  is  yearly 
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lessened.  Time  works  the  cure.  The  boy  comes  into  the  pri- 
mary school  too  young  to  have  been  discouraged,  and  too  full 
of  the  spirit  of  imitation  not  to  do  as  others  do,  and  he  sings, 
not  once  thinking  that  he  cannot ;  he  enters  the  middle  school 
and  continues  to  sing  ;  he  enters  the  grammar  school  and  sings 
from  the  habit  already  formed ;  he  passes  through  the  high 
school  and  sings  there  because  he  knows  how,  enjoys  it,  and  is 
too  old  to  be  laughed  out  of  a  good  thing.  Anyone  who  can 
learn  the  rules  of  grammar  or  arithmetic  can  learn  the  principles 
of  music,  and  the  number  who  cannot  apply  these  principles  to 
practice  are  the  exceptional  and  unfortunate  few. 

In  our  report  of  last  year  we  spoke  of  the  prevalence  of  dis- 
ease, and  expressed  the  hope  that  "  the  scholars  had  completed 
their  course  in  medicine,"  but  the  unexpected  happens,  and  this 
hope  was  not  realized.  Influenza  appeared,  scholar  after  scholar 
fell  before  it,  then  a  teacher  failed  to  answer  the  call  of  the  bell, 
and  in  a  short  time  "La  Grippe"  could  look  over  the  school- 
room and  like  Alexander  Selkirk  on  his  lonely  isle,  exclaim, 
''  I  am  monarch  of  all  I  survey."  The  school  was  closed  a  week 
and  a  half,  and  almost  immediately  upon  its  resuming  its  ses- 
sions, a  case  of  diphtheria  caused  general  alarm,  and  led  to  the 
removal  from  the  school  of  many  scholars.  The  winter  term 
was  consequently  a  broken  one,  the  average  attendance  reduced, 
and  many  names  lost  from  the  roll  of  honor. 

The  whole  number  of  different  scholars  attending  during  the 
year  has  been  175.  The  largest  number  at  any  one  term  was  the 
winter  term,  165,  distributed  as  follows:  in  high  school,  44; 
grammar,  35  ;  middle,  38 ;  primary,  48.  The  average  per  cent 
of  attendance  was  92.  The  highest  is  the  high  school,  96  ;  the 
next  is  the  primary,  and  the  lowest  the  middle,  86. 

The  school  has  been  furnished  during  the  year  with  Johnson's 
Encyclopedia,  8  vols.,  Webster's  Dictionary,  and  an  astronomi- 
cal and  geographical  chart.  The  dictionary  and  chart  were 
presented  by  the  members  of  the  high  school. 

We  have  made  some  changes  in  the  text-books,  having 
adopted  Harrington's  Spellers,  Lippincott's  Readers,  Colburn's 
Arithmetic  and  Wentworth's  series  in  mathematics. 

The  text- books  previously  adopted  now  in  use  are  Harper's 
Copy  Books    and    Geographies,    Meservey's    Bookkeeping   and 
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Political  Economy,  Barnes'  General  History  and  History  of  the 
United  States,  Steele's  Physiology  and  Astronomy,  Hooker's 
Natural  Philosophy,  Zoology,  and  Geology,  Gray's  Botany, 
Swinton's  Study  in  English,  and  Harvey's  Grammar.  This 
grammar  we  hope  to  replace  with  a  better  one  soon.  It  is  our 
duty  to  select  the  text-books  for  this  district.  By  a  recent  law 
it  is  made  your  duty  to  furnish  text-books  and  supplies  for  the 
use  of  all  the  schools  of  the  town.  It  will  doubtless  be  more 
convenient  for  you  and  cheaper  for  the  town  to  furnish,  as  far  as 
may  be,  the  same  text-books  to  all,  and  we  desire  to  act  with 
you  in  the  selection  of  these  books,  yielding,  if  need  be,  our 
preference  to  yours. 

With  the  beginning  of  the  next  term  new  classes  will  be 
formed,  and  many  new  books  wanted,  and  we  suggest  to  you  the 
necessity  of  immediate  action  in  the  matter. 

The  course  of  study  prescribed  for  the  high  school  is  as  fol- 
lows : 

Preparatory.  —  Reading,  grammer.  United  States  history,  geo- 
graphy, drawing,  penmanship. 

—  Reading,  arithmetic,  civil  govern- 
ment, drawing,  penmanship. 

—  Reading,  arithmetic,  physiology, 
and  physical  geography. 

First  Year,  Spring  Term.  —  Same  as  Winter  term. 

Second  Year,  Fall  Term.  —  Bookkeeping,  physics,  English 
history. 

Second  Year,  Winter  Term.  —  Same  as  Fall  term. 

Second  Year,  Spring  Term.  —  x\lgebra,  botany,  physics. 

Third  Year,  Fall  Term. — Algebra,  rhetoric,  English  litera- 
ture. 

Third  Year,  Winter  Term.  —  Same  as  Fall  term. 

Third  Year,  Spring  Term.  —  Rhetoric,  general  history, 
geology. 

Fourth  Year,  Fall  Term.  —  Geometry,  general  history,  astron- 
omy. 

Fourth  Year,  Winter  Term.  —  Geometry,  astronomy,  reviewed. 

Fourth  Year,  Spring  Term.  —  Geometry,  zoology,  reviewed. 
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Latin  may  be  taken  in  place  of  one  of  the  English  studies, 

during  the  third  and  fourth  years.
